That we ſhall in like manner, without reſpe& 
of Perſons, inceayour the exiirpation of Pupery, 
Prelacy, {that ts, Church- Government, by A.cbi- 
ſhops, Biſhops, their Chancellors, and Commiſ[aries, 
Deans, Dcans and Chaprers, Aichdeacons, and ill 
other Eccleſtaſticall Oſhcers depending on that Hie- 
rarchy.) Superttition, Herelie, Schiſme, Prophane- 
neſle, arid whatiocyer ſh:1l be tound to be contrary to 
ſound Do@rine, and the Power of Goolinefſe, leſt 
we partake in orner mens fias, and thereby be in 
dangerto receive of rheic Plagues; and that the Lord 


may be one, and his Name one in tic three King- 
doms. 


III. We ſhall with the {ame finceritie, realitie, 


and conſtancy in our fevcrall Vocations, indeavour 
with our Etltates and Lives, m-itu2lly to preſerve the 
Rights and Priviledges of rhe Parli2ments, and the 
Liberties of the Kingdoms, and to preſerve and ge- 
fend the Kinzs M:jeſtics Perſon, and Authoritic, in 
the preſervation and defence of the truc Religion and 
Liberties of the Kingdoms, That the World my 
bear Wirneſſe with our Conſciciices of our Loyaltic, 
and that we have no Thoughts or Intentions to d1mi- 
niſh His Majeſtics juſt Power and Greatneſle. 


ITII. We ſhall alfo with all faickfulnefſe indea- 
vour the diicovery of all ſuch as have been, or ſh 1] 


be Incendiatices, Malignants, orevill Inftruments, by

V. And whereas the happyneſle of a blefſed Peace 
berwcea thele Kingdoms, cenyed in former times to 
our Progenitors, 1s by the good providence of God 
Ro unto us, and hath been lately concluded and 
etled by both Parliaments ; We ſhall each one of 
us, according to our Place and Intcreſt indeavour, 
That they may remiin conjoyned ina firm Peace and 


Union to all Poſteritic; and thar Juſtice may be done 


upon the wiltull oppoſers thereot, in manner expre(- 
{ed in the precedent Article. 


VI. We ſhall alſo according to our Places and 
Callings, in this common Cauſe of Religion, Libertie, 
and Peace of the Kingdoms, affiſt and defend all 
thoſe that enter into this League and Covenanr, in the 
maintaining and purſuing thereof; and ſhall not ſuffer 
our ſclves direcily,or indirectly, by whatſoever com- 
bination, pe:ſwaſton, or terrour, to be divided and 
wi:hdrawn from this blefled Union and Conjunction, 
_ Waether to make defection to the contrary part, or 
 togive our ſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or wm 
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CF 
tralitic in this Cauſe , which ſo much concerneth the 
glory of God, the good of the Kingdoms, and ho- 
nour of the King ; bur ſhall all the dayes of our lives, 
zealouſly, and conſtantly conrinue therein againſt 
all oppoſi:ion, and promote the ſame according to our 
Power, agaiaſt all Lers and Impediments whatſocver : 
And what we are not able our ſclves ro ſuppreſle, or 
overcome, we fhall reveal. and mike known, rhar it 


may be timely prevented or removed. All which we 
ſhall do, as in the hght of God. 


 -And becauſe theſe Kingdoms are guiltie of many 
ſins and provocations againſt God and his Son Jeſus 
Chriſt, as is too manitceſt by our preſent aiftreſſes 
and dangers, the fruits thereof ; We profeſle and de- 
clare betore God and the World, our unfained defire 
to be humbled for our own fins, and for the fins of 
theſe Kingdoms, cſpecially that we have not as we 


ought, valued the inc{timable benchr of the Goſpel, 
Thar we have not laboured for the Purity and Power 
thereof; and that we have not indeavoured to receive 
Chriſt in our Hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in 
our lives, which are the cauſes of other fins and 
tranſgreſſions, ſo much abounding amongit us; And 
our true and unfained purpaſe, deſire and indeavour 
for our ſelves and all others, under our Power and 
Charge both in publike and in private, in all duties 
we owe to God and man, to amend our lives, and 
cach one to go before another in tbe cx.impleof a 
re:1]l Reformation, Thar the Lord may turn away his 
wrath and he.vy indignation, and eſtabliſh rhicſs 
Churciics and Kingdoms in Truth and Peacc. And

this Covenant we make in the preſence of Almightic 
God, the {earcher of all Hearts, with a true intention 
to p. rtorime the lame, as we ſhall anſwer atthat grear 
day, when the ſecrets of all Hearts ſhall be diſciofed ; 
moſt humbly beiceching the Lord to ftrengther us 
by his boly Spirit for this end ; And to blefle our 
deſires and proceedings with ſuch ſucceſſe, as may 
be deliverance and ſafety to his Pcople, and incou- 
ragement to the Chriſtian Churches, groanding uuder, 
or 10 dznger of the yoak of Antichriſtian Ty ranny , 
to j:-yn inthe ſame or like Aflociation and Covenant, 
Toibcglory of God, the Inlargement of the King- 
dom of Jeſus Chriſt, and the Peace and Tranquilitie 
ot Chiftian Kingdoms and Common- Wealths. 
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
